BELGIUM LOSES 
GUNS IT PAID FOR

BRUSSELS—Something like ¢onster- 
nation has been-caused by the’ result of 
the investigations of a committee of in- 
quiry appointed by the ministry of war 
some months ago into a matter connected 
with orders for military armaments 
given in 1908. It appears that the guns 
which were ordered at that date and 
which were completed and paid for in 
1910 have not so far been delivered. The 
inquiries of the committee have brought 
to light the fact that the guns were en- 
tirely useless for the purpose for which 
they were required, and that in conse- 
quence f.5,000,000 have been wasted. It 
will be necessary to place fresh orders for 
guns and to make up the deficit out of 
the public revenue.

GAS CONSUMER TO 
PAY FOR PEACE 


(Special to the Monitor) 

SYDNEY, N. S. W., Aus.—The settle- 
ment of the Sydney gas strike has been 
reached entirely at the expense of the 
consumers and has revealed the fact, 
stated by the Sydney Daily Telegraph, 
that the public finances industrial peace. 
The gas company, after reducing the 
price of gas to 3s. 6d. per 1000 cubic 
feet as enforced by the gas act, in- 
creased the ealaries of the clerical staff, 
giving the directors an extra £1000 
annually. But when the gas works 
staff demanded an increase of wages the 
company refused the demand except un- 
der conditions legally enabling them to 
put the whole burden of the cost on to 
the consumers. 

Mr. Justice Heydon, the president of 
the arbitration court having found that 
these conditions were impossible under 
the arbitration act the strike was de- 
clared and has only come to an end 
owing to the promise of the govern- 
ment to amend the act 60 ‘as to make 
the conditions possible.

SYDNEY, N. 8S. W., Aus.—aAn ar- 
rangement has been made under which 
sovereign rights over an area of 18,000 
acres of land and water at Jervis Bay 
have been transferred to the common- 
wealth by the state of New South Wales.

240,000 acres have been handed over by 
New South Wales free of cost for capital 
purposes, while 88,000 acres have been 
acquired from private owners.

ORANGE MARMALADE IS 
CHEAP AND EASILY MADE. 


——— Ss 


HERE comes a tinre, usually in the late winter or early spring, when | 

the busy housewife taking stock of her pantry shelves finds that her | 
supplies of jellies and jams are getting low. Then, too, the family are | 
tired of everything and want a change. How to supplement her stock is | 
the problein. ! 

This is the time to make some orange marmalade, for besides being | 
a delight to the eye, this is delicious to the palate and one of the most! 
economical things which can be made, says Edith Brandeis in the Pictoral | 
Review. All of its ingredients are generally inexpensive. 

For a small family quantity you will need three thin skinned oranges, 
three thin skinned lemons and sugar. Reject the thick slice of rind at the 
end of each fruit where there ig a quantity of white. The preponderance | 
of thisewhite is what makes some marmalade so bitter. Shred the fruit | 
and measure it. To each measure of fruit allow three measures of water. 
Put the mixture into a crock or granite kettle. Let the mixture soak for) 
24 hours—no less. At the end of 24 hours put the pulp and water on the’ 
stove and bring it to a boil. Boil bard 10 minutes. Set aside for another | 
24 hours and measure the mixture again. 

Te every measure of water and fruit allow one measure of cane, 
sugar and one over on tlhe whole quantity. That is if there are 15 cups of | 
pulp allow 16 of sugar. Put on the stove. Cook till it thickens and jells | 
or nearly jells, by ordinary jelly tests. This will not take very long. Put’ | 
into glasses and cover with paraffin. This will make 20 nice glasses of a | 
beautiful amber color to set on your pantry shelves, In the top of each | 
glass tloat the particles of shredded rind and pulp. If you wish a little 
variety a few glasses may have the pulp strained out. 7 

The cost of our 20 or 21 glasses will be very small. When oranges | 
and lemons are,30 cents a dozen we will have used 15 cents worth of fruit. | 
This will take sugar to the amount of 74% pounds, at eight pounds to the | 
half dollar. The 20 glasses cost about 65 cents or approximately 3 — 
apiece. 

There is no secret in always having success. It is simply a matter of | 
taking the ful] time for the work and trying no shortcuts. The soaking of | | 
the fruit is just as important as the cooking and the fruit when finished | 
is much less delicate when even one 24-hour soaking is omitted. | 

There are ways in which this recipe may be varied. Some people use 
one Orange, one grapefruit and one lemon. As bitterness is the charac: 
teristic of the grapefruit, however, and unless you particularly prefer the 
peculiar flavor thus obtained there is no advantage in using it. 

Marmalade which is made of lemon and orange with wintergreen 
flavor is delicious as a meat sauce. 
alone. Some are more and some even less expensive than our recipe, ac- 
cording to the quantity of sugar used.

Under a somewhat 
different arrangement a manor was also 
bought by David Pietersen de Vries at 
another spot within the present bounds 
of Delaware, Where a colony of 30 people 
was established in 1631. 

The one patroonship which had more 
than a brief history was that estab- 
lished by Kiliaen van Renssaeler, a 
wealthy diamond or jewel merchant liv- 
ing in Guelderland. He bought privately 
an immense estate on the west side of 
the upper Hudson, receiving his patent 
in June, 1629. Three out of five shares 
‘into which the land was afterward di- 
vided he was obliged to relinquis.. to the 
company, and upon the remaining wide 
spreading estate a thrifty colony had 


up. 
Coming of the Domine 


To Renssaelerswyck thus established 
August of 1642, the Rev. 
Megapolensis, with his wife 
Machteld, and his children, Hellegonde, 
Dirck, Jan and Samuel. With the ship 
that carried them the patroon sent a 
memorandum of passengers and freight. 
This document, still preserved, begins by 
saying: “His Reverence will be pleased 
to take charge of my people and prop- 
erty, which are at present conveyed over 
in God's name in the ship de Houttuyn.” 
The passengers were 17 in number ex- 
clusive of the minister and his family. 
The memorandum contains instructions 
for the commissary Van Curler and the 
schout-fiscal Van der Donck, and shrewd 
business counsel for the tenants. 


The last item of freight noted is a 
chest of books, 25 in all. The list of 
these in Latin, just as it read, may be 
of intérest as showing what was re- 
garded most necessary for the begin- 
ning of a New Netherland library:

After him came Domine Backerus who} 


remained only a year, being unable to 
stem the tide of political disturbance. 
Domine Megapolensis appears to have 
had little choice in the matter of going 
or staying. ‘The Governor’s§ council 
passed a formal resolution stating very 
strongly the need of the church and its 
conviction that he should remain, “ex- 
cusing” they said, all his reasons for 
going, and announcing their intention to 
keep him “quasi nolens volens,” or, as it 
were, whether he would or not. So he 
yielded, and his wife returned from 
Holland, whither she had gone expecting 
him to follow. They bought a little 
house on Beaver street and New Amster- 
dam became their permanent home. 


‘Phe domine was one of the patentees 
of Midwout (Flatbush), and organized a 
church there to accommodate the Dutch 
settlers on Long Island. Four years 
earlier a ferry from Long Island had 
been begun, the Long Island end being 
about where Fulton street is now, and 
the Manhattan end at Peck Slip. The 
ferryman, Cornelius Dircksen, was sum- 
moned from his neighboring bouwerie by 
means of a horn hanging in a convenient 
tree. The fare was 3 stivers, equal to 
64% cents, paid in seewan. But the peo- 
ple were scattered on their bouweries, 
some a long distance from the ferry, and 
the trip across was not pleasant at all 
times, so Domine Megapolensis caused a 
little church edifice to be erected to the 
expense of which the people of New 
Amsterdam and of Ft. Orange both con- 
tributed, and after that the minister 
went to the people on Sunday afternoons 
until, in 1654, the Rev. Johannes Polhe- 
mus came from Holland to be pastor at 
Mid wout.

“We realize that’ for the maintenance 
of order and discipline the umpire must 
have vested in him, under the police 
power, authority to eject players from 
the game at his discretion. But where 
the crisis is passed and there is no fur- 
ther need for hurried action, it would 
seem that a careful consideration of the 
merits of the occurrence would be far 
preferable to the ex-parte procedure now 
emploved, which, to our mind, savors of 
lynch law. 

“It must be borne in mind that your 
umpires, While of exceptionally high- 
class, are personally involved and that 
their reports are made too soon after 
the occurence has taken place to jus- 
tify you in assuming that these reports 
will always be absolutely accurate. 

“We would also cail to your attention 
the fact that many players consider 
it a disgrace to be disciplined, and that 
undeserved punishment serves only to 
embitter the one upon whom it is in- 
flicted. 

“We therefore, request that when a 
prima facie case has been made against 
a plar-~ he be acecordec the privilege 
of replying to the charges. This meth- 
od, we believe, would not only add to 
the dignity of the procedure, but it 
would gain for it the respect of the 
players and public and render failure of 
justice far less likely.

merely a practise exhibition. This may be 
fairly taken to mean that popular interest in 
the national .game has not appreciably 
declined since last fall. It may also be taken 
to indicate that the season about to open will probably be one of the 
most successful, from a turnstile point of view, of which there is 
any record. ‘There are just as strong reasons for believing that it 
will be a most successful season from another and an equally impor- 
tant point of view. Today there will be what might be termed a 
curtain-raiser in the great new stadium at Brooklyn between the 
National League teams of that borough and of Philadelphia, but the 
main performance does not begin until tomerrow, when sixteen teams 
will appear simultaneously before enthusiastic and cheering crowds 
in eight different American cities. 

Although it was not particularly noticeable, the politics of a 
presidential year is charged by close observers with distracting public 
interést from the game in 1912.

If we allow this right to be wrested 
from us we shall prove ourselves unworthy of liberty-” And he, 
with other partizans of legality, feels encouraged by the “striking 
phenomenon of the two latest revolutions having sought ways to 
legitimatize their violent acts.” This he considers a tremendous 
advance on the revolution of Tuxtepec, which had carried Gen. Por- 
firio Diaz to power and which “without scruple, made a clean sweep 
of the whole existing regime.” 

This is not strictly correct, for it leaves altogether out of count 
one of the greatest, perhaps the greatest of all, Latin-American 
political conquests, the reform laws and the separation of church and 
state carried by General Diaz’s greater predecessor in office, Benito 
Juarez, the civil founder of Mexico. It may be asked where the 
foundation for the long Porfirista peace regime would have come 
from if not from the défense of that moral and political conquest of 
President Diaz's teacher and latter-day foe. Indeed, progress has 
been continuous in the Mexican republic, and Senor Calero himself 
points to this continuity when he refers to the middle class as having 
come into being under the influence of peace during the Diaz admin- 
istration, and being “now, by its power, an important factor i 
national politics” He finds, what has frequently been emphasized by 
this paper, that it was the Mexican middle class which, by the Madero 
ilea, was awakened “to a consciousness of its rights and its power.” 
It was under the fostering care of the Juarez reform laws that the 
growth of a middle class was made at all possible. To quote from 
an editorial that appeared on this page after President Madero’s fall:
